f Octot it appears that the city as a mission- 
ery held, is divided into 417 districts, lying north 
of Dover street, and including East and South 
Boston. There are 371 tract distributors; and 
they have distributed, during the six months, 83,- 
633 tracts. There have been 1,799 refusals, 27 
Bibles and 13 Testaments have been given to the 
destitute, by the missionary and distributors de- 
partment. 15 persons have been induced to attend 
public worship; 54 have been gathered into Sab- 
bath schoola, and 26 inte public schools, 

In the seamen’s department, there are 20 districts, 
15 distributors ; 22 boarding houses have been vis- 
ited, 3,819. visits on board vessels, 22,250 tracts 
distributed, 9 Bibles, 11 seamen induced to attend 
public worship. Whole number of tracts dis- 
tributed under the superintendence of the two lay 
missionaries, 105,283. It will be seen, that 46 of 
the districts are without distributors. 

From the report of the missionary at the South 
Cove, it appears that the congregation gathered 
in the East street ward room, has varied from one 
to two hundred. A more commodious place of wor- 
ship is needed by this congregation, and incipient 
measures have been taken to erecta chapel. A 
meeting was held at the vestry of Park street 
church on Wednesday evening, last week, of gen- 
tlemen from the different charches, to confer on 
this subject, and a plan of operations was present- 
ed which met with general acceptance. It is de- 
sired if possible, to have the chapel erected before 
winter sets in. 

The enterprise at the South End, under the im- 
mediate supervision of the general agent, Mr. 
Oviatt, is represented as prosperous. The chapel 
is filled, and those whe worship there propose an 
«nlargement of the building, without calling on
